Effects of Choleraic Poison on Dumb 


Animals. 


Some interesting and, as some may 


deem, cruel experiments, writes a cor* 
respondent, have just been tried at 
Marseilles with a view to ascertain how 
fnf. dumb animals are susceptible of 
choleraic poison. The experimenters 
were Drs. Mcati, a Swiss physician, and 
Kielsch, the victims three doga and four 
guinea pi^s- Provided with the neces- 
sary appliances these gentlemen, fol- 
lowing the example of Dr, Koch, who 
visited their laboratory and favored 
them with his advice, gathered thou- 
sands of cholera microbes from the in- 
testines of still warm bodies, which the 
authorities placed at their disposal, and 
submitted the creators of the fell disease 
to various testa, the results of which 
will bo made public for the benefit of 
science. The dogs and guinea pigs 
were inoculated with bacilli, always 
with success. The creatures operated 
upon were invariably seized with 
diarrhcca and cramp, and otherwise 
showed the same symptoms as mark 
the malady in mankind. The guinea 
pigs died in forty-eight hours at the ut- 
most, the dojs^s in four days. The 
guinea pigs m other respects mani- 
fested much greater susceptibility to tho 
virus than the dogs. 


Instead of inoculating it the experi- 


menters in one instance injected the 
virus into a guinea pig's intestinal canal. 
It died of cholera. To make the inocu- 
lation operate more surely they also 
tied up the excretory biliary duct and 
injected the virulent matter into the duo- 
denum. In this way they proved that bile 
is a hindrance to tho development of 
the microbes. In tho blood of "choler- 
incd" guinea piga, as in that-of man, 
the globules are so softened as to pre- 
vent them from piling (sempiler), and 
they become deformed by reciprocal 
compression. This peculiarity is com- 
mon to various conditions of asphyxia. 
It is suggested that practical conclusions 
may be drawn from these facts. 
For 


instance, the inoculation of dogs and 
guinea pigs is a sure way of diagnosing 
I'holera, When, henceforth, a town or 
a country is threatened by tho epidemic, 
tind doctors are in doubt as to tho truo 
character of a patient's symptoms, they 
may obtain positive knowledge within 
;i few hours'by injecting directly into a 
guiucu pig's duodenum, part of the 
contents of tho patient's intestinal 
canal. 


A second conclusion concerns a pro- 


phylactic against cholera. 
The gastric 


juice and the bilo are capable of de- 
stroying the microbes, and these two

of digestion rendered 


necessary by a meal, out they are hard- 
ly excreted at all when liquid alone 
passes through tho stomach. 
Hence 


contaminated water is much less dan- 
gerous if drunk with n meal than when 
takoii by itself. Tho parts played by 
indigestion and diarrhtea are of the 
same order, a fact which is regarded as 
:i decisive coulirrnation of tho relation 
between cholera and bacilli discovered 
by Dr. Koch, Drs. Meati and Rietsch 
repeated thuir experiments last week 
in thu Pliaro laboratory before the hos- 
pital physician, tho medical students, 
and the delegates from Barcelona.-'- 
London Tune*.

The Ornithologists of America in 


solemn council assembled have deckled 
with respect to tho English sparrows to 
turn tho rascals out. The lively JJritisu 
bird must go.

This is nil very well, but the Ameri- 


can Ornithologists have also decided 
that ho shall make his exit through tho 
American stomach, and it is now simply 
a question of whether tbe American 
ktomnch, already overloaded with for- 
I'iirn iniquities, can slugger under this 
nddcd responsibility. 


"Make sparrow pot-pie of him," says 


the American Ornithologist, ond to 
will bo reduced in numbers. 


Now pot-pre as an instrument of 


dcciminntion to anything except the 
human species is open to grave suspi- 
dions. It would have been much more 
practical and deadly had the American 
Ornithologists said: "Make him fash- 
ionable on bonnets." 


Tho English sparrow, from all ac- 


counts, is a fecund and predatory nuis- 
ance. Ho has not only destroyed the 
balance of animated nature and driven 
out the insectivorous birds that kept 
down our vermicular pests, but he con- 
tinues about ono bushel of grain to tho 
aero and makes no return for it. 
He is 


not even ii decent scavenger, for he 
turns up his nose at anything but tho 
best food and the daintiest crumbs. He 
is therefore, in the mildest possible 
phrase, an unmitigated curse, not un- 
like the locusts of Egypt or the beetles 
of Colorado. 


But the proposition deliberately made 


by scienco to the American people, 
that in order to get rid of this curse we 
must eat it, is something that will give 
the native appetite a pause. 


It is quite true, according to the epi- 


curean statistics, that the gourmands 
of New York have been eating him for 
some time at the fashionable restaurants 
under tho hallucination that be was a 
reed-bird. But it is a well-known fact 
that the gourmands of New York will 
eat anything if it is only on the carte, 
anil in order to exterminate the sparrow 
by tho dietetic process we have got to 
ijtel the entire population to go into the 
Npnrrow catiug business with diligence 
umi zest. 


There is another consideration of 


weight here. It is said by those who 
know that ono swallow does not make 
a spring, and it is equally evident to 
those who have tried the pot-pie exper- 
iment that fifteen sparrows do not make 
one swallow. 


With these distressing facts staring 


tho American Ornithologists in the face, 
it certainly behooves them to think of 
some more feasible plan of turning the 
rascals out than by eating them, and 
wo suggest again that it would be much 
more expeditious to wear them.—N. ¥.

HONORS TO CrOV. OOLBSBY. 


Muslo and Cheers for the Choice 


of the People—The Gov- 


ernor's Address. 


The 
complimentary 
serenade 
.and 


hearty greeting given at the residence of 
Hon. J. J. Peddeoord last evening in hon- 
or of Gen. R. J. Oglesby, governor elect, 
was a big success iu point of numbers 
and cordiality, though the notice for the 
gathering was necessarily brief. It was 
simply 8 friendly congratulatory compli- 
ment paid to the Governor by his hun- 
dreds of old Decatur friende, regardless 
of party, and in the crowd of fully 1,000 
people that stood in front of the illumin- 
ated residence were scores of ladiea. 


Early in the evening several hundred 


voters met at the court house, and with 
colors flying they marched Tour abreast 
to the Peddeoord residence, beaded by 
Goodman's comet band, a large number 
of people following on the pavements and 
through the park. At the dwelling, where 
Major Young and Copt. Durfee placed 
the delegation in line, the band played a 
stirring serenade—"Sweet ROBCB."

there were loud calls for "Oglceby! 
Ogleeby !" and as the white-haired vete- 
ran stepped npon the veranda, State Sen- 
ator Rogers said:

election, and to hear yon address them.

When the cheering had subsided the 


Governor-elect said : 


No greater oonrplnnent can be paid any 


man than the one which characterizes 
this neighborly and friendly greeting of 
to-night. Such a demonstration always 
touches deeply the heart of auy public 
man, and if I gather the fuil scope e£ this 
ovation, it is to express by your presence 
your gratification at the result oC the gu- 
bernatorial contest in Illinois, and I hear- 
tily thank you all for thi« testimonial of 
regard and esteem. 


The campaign through which we have 


passed has been n remarkable one. The 
general feature bus been one of good- 
nature, and there waa less of bitterness 
than in former years.

THB CITY COUNCIL. 


The Pump Accepted and Grades of 
the Streets Adopted. 


The called meeting of the olty council was 


hold laat evening. Mayor Chambers and all the 
aldermen present. 


An amendatory ordinance, doing away with 


tho immediate Improvement of Korth Main 
street, from tho old square, was adopted. 


Permission was granted W. H. Moore and P. 


C. Wolcott to open and maintain • reading 
room in the upper room of Eldorado ho«e 
houae for the use of railway employe! and 
others. 


An amendatory ordinance wa§ adopted pro- 


viding for tho Issue of $20,000 city of Decatur 
bonds o£ J500 each. This amount wai flrst 
placed in 1100 bonds, but they could not be 
sold, and so the amount had to be railed to 
f 500, in order that they could be sold to parties 
outside of Decatur. 


Aid. Starr offered a resolution that aa the 


country teams have been driven off the old 
square, the council order that hereafter all 
hay and wood teams be stationed en Church 
street, between Wood and West Main streets, 
and on Wood street from Water to Church 
street. After some discussion, the resolution 
was referred to .the committee on streets and 
allcyi. 


A LENGTHY BfcPOHT. 


Mr. John W. Hill the export mechanical en- 


gineer of Cincinnati, employed to test the 
new Allis Jt Co. pumps, at the water works, 
presented his scientific and lengthy report to 
tho city council for accejitance. It gives a 
full statement of tho condition and capacity 
of the pumpa, stating that they are of «xcel- 
lent make and in tlrat-class condition, more 
than lining tho contract aa to capacity, of 
pumping power and quality of material uied. 
Each engine has a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons 
every 21 hours, as was shown by thorough test 
made by Hill since the lath. He recommended 
tluit tho pumps be received, and the report 
was accepted and placed on file. Alluding to 
tho old boilers now in use, Mr. Hill stated that 
he considered them unsafe at present, and he 
suggested tbat new ones be purchased and 
p'aced iu position. 


DlSSOniPTIVB. 


The new pumping engines are of the hori. 


zontal crank and ily wheel pattern, two in 
number. They havo a pumping capacity of 
1,600 000 gallons each every 24 hours at normal 
speed. They are of the non-compound con- 
densing type; with steam jackets and surface 
condensers. Tho steam cylinders are each 28 
inches In diameter, with a stroke of 36 Inches. 
The pumps are il Inches In diameter with 3« 
inch stroke. The duty developed at the official 
trial is unpreccdcntcdly high for single cylin- 
der engines, being 1(6,544,523 foot pounds for 100 
pounds of coal, Tho machinery 11 very heavy, 
strong and durable In proportion to power, 
and promises to do effective work for tho city 
of Decatur tor many years to come. In re- 
sponse to inquiries Mr. Chas. A. Hague, repre- 
senting the engine builders, made a few ap- 
propriate remarks touching upon tho capaci- 
ty, duty and other qualities of tho machinery. 


PUMTS ACCEPTED. 


Aid. Dichl offered tbo following, which was 


adopted: That tho pumping engines and ma- 
chlney placed in position at tho water works 
by E. 1'. Allis & Co. be accepted. 


Tbe bill of John W. Hill for 1293, for services 


In testing the new pumps, was allowed, half of 
the amount being charged up to Ailid & Co., 
milkers of tho pumps.

Aid. Oakes ollciot the following' which was 


adopted by a unanimous vote: 


That tbo conmilttop on gas bo Instructed to 
inlorm Mr. Bobb and his bondsmen that in 
tho opinion of tho gtia committee the said 
liobb ia not complying with his contract in re- 
gard to keeping tho lumps well cleaned and in 
^oo<i repair and condition, and that tho coun- 
cil will expect him In future to carry out said 
contract Imthfully, and In case this is not 
done the city will enlorce Its legal rights on 
bald bond and contract, 


13y Starr: Tlmtu 0 foot brick crossing be 


put across West Main street at the intersec- 
tion of the old square. Adopted. The object 
of this 13 to test tho DecfUur brick lor paving 
purpopes. 


Aid. Wayne offered a resolution inviting the 


two volunteer lire companies to hold business 
meetings In the council rooms until thpy ece 
lit to disband. Adopted. 


The council then adjourned,

Tho mayor after the lapse of a fey minutes 


made a call lor another session of tho council, 
to consider a matter that hud boon overlooked, 
and on tlio roll uelng called by the clerk It was 
found that all tho aldermen except Muzzy 
were present. 


Aid. Koberts olVcrcd a motion that the map 


of the drainage districts and the profiles of 
tho grade of tho streets of the city, as pre- 
pared by Mr. Williams and submitted to the 
council, be accepted anil adopted. The motion 
prevailed. Decatur now has an established 
and uniform grade. It Is not probable that 
the present council will make any attempt to 
change it. A uniform grade is what the peo- 
ple have been demanding for a score or more 
of yenrs. They brtve it now,
